of tyranny and fear are howding 
abroad, the observance deserves 
the special attention of the thought­ 
ful citizen.

In past times, a widely accepted 
theory held that wages came out of 
profits—and this belief, for obvious 
reasons, was a source of conflict 
and mistrust between the owners 
of business and the workers. The 
theory is still held valid in some 
countries. 
But a new and very different the­ 
ory was conceived and acted upon 
in this country. John Chamberlain 
explains it succinctly in an article 
in The Freeman: “The American 
theory w’as that wages were paid 
out of production; that if you in­ 
creased production, selling 
more 
and more items at less and less 
per item, the wages and the profits 
would rise together.” 
Henry Ford was the first to put 
this theory into practice on a big 
and revolutionary thing—the Amer­ 
ican system of mass production, 
which has been accuratelyv re­ 
garded as an economic miracle of 
the World around. 
But the principle of doing more 
business at a smaller profit per 
transaction w’as not, luckily, con­ 
fined to production. Had it been, 
the results would have been lim­ 
ited. Retail business, with t h e 
chains doing the pioneering and 
other kinds of merchandisers are 
joining the trend, followed 
the 
same idea. In mass distribution, as 
in mass production, a big volume 
of sales is made at a very small 
union profit—and the result is a 
satisfactory total profit along writh 
lower prices to the consumer. 
Mass producton and distribution 
have brought us unequalled m ater­ 
ial well-being.

Signaling turns by hand is as 
out-of-date as driving 
gauntlets. 
Few drivers today know the dif­ 
ference between right-turn, 
left- 
turn and stop in the left-arm code. 
Such signals are rarely visible at 
night or in bad weather, and when 
it's really cold, who’s opening a 
window for this purpose? In short, 
it just isn't being done. 
The stop signal has been taken 
care of automatically for 
more 
than thirty year*, but w ere still 
tumbling on turn signals in this 
late day when they are increas­ 
ingly important both to safety and 
to preventing traffic tangles and 
tie-ups. 
Since all modern ears, 
which constitute the great majori­ 
ty, are equipped with flashing turn 
-signals, drivers expect this warn­ 
ing and are t a k e n by surprise 
when they encounter one of the 
older ears without this equipment. 
But our traffic laws provide an­ 
other hazard that is as outmoded 
as the hand signal. In some states 
turn signals 
are permissive, 
in 
others they 
are required under 
certain 
circumstances. 
But. 
in 
none are they compulsory for all 
turns. C e r t a i n l y the time has 
come when such signaling should 
be universal - and universally en­ 
forced. 
And the only adequate 
and universally understood 
turn 
signal is the flashing light. 
To make such 
signaling 
com­ 
pulsory would 
woik little hard­ 
ship on anyone. In the older ears, 
the installation of a single switch 
will ^dapt the taillights and park­ 
ing lights into turn-signals for less 
than the cost of unbending a fend­ 
er. 
On second thought, perhaps 
we should say. that such compul­ 
sion would work little hardship on 
anybody but the fender-straight- 
eners and the other artisans who 
are so busy restoring accordian 
pleated autos. 
On them, it might 
be rough. 
The perilous and costly 
confu­ 
sion over the subject of when and 
whether to signal, and how to do 
ii, does no credit to the National 
Committee 
on 
Uniform 
Traffic 
LiArs and Ordinances. It is clear­ 
ly the outstanding national authori 
ty on traffic regulation. 
It has 
been producing model traffic cod­ 
es for thirty years for the guidance 
of lawmakers at state and local 
levels. 
But it has not learned yet 
that one good turn deserves an­ 
other. that all turns can be danger­ 
ous and that the day of hand-sig- 
nals has passed.

in favor of “ A new philosophy . . 
conceived in the womb of social­ 
ism, born in an era of social and 
economic conflict, and nursed in 
the lap of Communism”.

true Americans live by” - as e- 
nunciated by Commentator Paul 
Harvey - “ ‘1 believe in my God. 
and in my country and in myself’, 
and in that order.” 
Commander Daniel, the Virginia 
boy who, on the fifth try, persuad­ 
ed the Navy to aecept him in Worl 
War II despite his TB history, and 
who - without a college degree - 
has fought his ow n way up in the 
world from mill hand to execu­ 
tive, lays it on the line this way: 
“When the pioneers settled this 
wilderness and began to look to­ 
ward the west . . there was a phi­ 
losophy that a man was supposed 
to provide for his ow n - and for his 
own future.

During F'ebruary, America ob­ 
serves the birthdays of several of 
its illustrious sons —Washington, 
Lincoln, and Thomas Edison. An­ 
other birthday celebration of na­ 
tional proportions in which all Am­ 
erica can properly join is that of 
the Boy Scouts of America. 
Scouting in the 
Initcd 
States 
reaches its 47th anniversary dur­ 
ing Boy Scout Week, February 6 
to 12. It is difficult to recall when 
our nation did not have this char­ 
acter-building. leisure 
time 
pro­ 
gram for its boys and young men. 
Since February 8. 1910, 
more 
than 26.000.000 American boys and 
men have been influenced by the 
Scout Oath and Law. They have 
had the benefits of Scouting train­ 
ing, fellowship, handicraft, skills, 
and high adventure. 
America is all the richer for it. 
Many men in high places in Amer­ 
ican affairs today proudly credit 
seouting’s influence in their lives. 
Today over 4.500.000 boys and 
men arc actively enrolled in 540 
local councils with a membership 
of 111.000 units. Fortunate indeed 
are communities where Scouting 
flourishes. 
American adults of good charac­ 
ter give generously to their time 
in giving leadership. Others help 
by raising funds, or in serving as 
members of local Boy Scout coun­ 
cils which in turn provide: train­ 
ing for leaders, camp facilities, 
worthwhile year-round activities, 
peroonal advancement, and oppor­ 
tunities for Scouts to render com­ 
munity service. 
This summer there will be a 
“mountain peak” experience for 
more than 50.000 Boy Scouts, Ex­ 
plorers. and their leaders when 
they gather at historic 
Valiev 
Forge in Pennsylvania «or their 
Fourth 
National 
Jamboree. 
We 
earnestly hope our community will 
be well represented when Scouts 
from all over the nation camp to­ 
gether. 
It will be a gathering of youth 
who will be among the nation's 
top leaders a few decades hence.

Eighteen years ago we saw half 
a million refugees flee from Spain 
to France. Later we saw multi­ 
tudes coming Westward from Hit­ 
ler’s cruelty in German.} 
At thi 
close of th< wai, two and a half 


million so-called Russian prisoners 
but in reality, refugees from the 
Communist state were forcibly re­ 
turned to Russia. Some eleven or 
twelve million Germans from the 
Eastern part of that coupntry were 
sent into West G e r m a n y . A large 
number of people in the Baltic 
countries weic resettled or liqui­ 
dated in various parts of Russia. 
Half a million Finns were refugees 
from the part of their country an­ 
nexed by Russia at the close of 
Finnish War. 
About nine 
hundred 
thou.^and 
Palestenian Arabs fled from the in­ 
coming Israelis. Something 
like 
seven hundred thousand Chinese 
refugees are living in or near Hong 
Kong. Twelve million or more peo­ 
ple were exchanged between Pak- 
istan and India. No one knows how 
many, but certainly large num­ 
bers of North Korean'; fled into the 
Southern part of that country and 
North Vietnamese were evacuated 
to South Vietnam. No one knows 
how many Poles were uprooted 
when Russia annexed a consider­ 
able part of that country, and no 
one knows how many 
Russians 
have been moved from place 
to 
place in that sprawling empire. 
Some two million Chinese arc re­ 
fugees in F'ormosa. The latest large 
scale movement of uprooted peo­ 
ple has been .about 160.090 Hungar­ 
ians who tied to Austria. 
This 
movement continues a? does that 
of Germans from the East to the 
West. 
It is important to note that, with 
the exception of India and Pakis­ 
tan where th difficulty was main­ 
ly one of religion, these refugees 
have come out from or been forced 
out of strongly centralized tyran­ 
nical states, and that they have 
?ought refuge in places 
having 
inor«' limited government 
and 
girater freedom from tyranny. 
People do not flee from self- 
govei nmeiit and freedom and such 
countries do not thrust out large 
segments of their population. 
The tragic movement of large 
numbers of people from one place 
to another under conditions of in­ 
describable heartache and suffer­ 
ing is a phenomenon closely relat­ 
ed to big government, the strongly 
centralized socialist state and to­ 
talitarian tyranny. This inhuman 
practice can be brought to an end 
only when people succeed in regain 
ing control of their governments 
and in strictly limiting their pow­ 
er. Every move toward increas­ 
ing the power and function of gov­ 
ernment is a move toward additi­ 
onal refugee problems. — Howard 
E. Kershner.

He 
is one type of labor fellow to bear 
in mind as this story unravels.

gers their sincere appreciation for his service 
to the state and 
commend him 
for his unexcelled leadership;

We like to feel that the departure of Mr. Rodgers from the 
State Highway Commission is not the end of his service to his 
fellow citizens but merely a change in vocations. Mr. Rodgers 
was as successful a private business man before He accepted 
appointment to the Commission as he was successful as admin­ 
istrator of public office and there is no doubt in our mind but 
what he will, as a private citizen again, be successful. 
Harris D. Rodgers was born and reared in Sikeston and one 
of his earliest jobs was his two years with the Bank of Sikes­ 
ton. From there he went to St. Louis and spent two years with 
a jewelry firm and came back to Southeast Missouri to be as- 
tx aq-d for five years with the Batik of Oran. In 1909 in com­ 
pany with W. El. Stubblefield Jr. and Harry Stubblefield, he 
launched the Scott County Abstract Company at Benton but it 
required three years of hard, painstaking work to lay the 
gtoundw'ork for that new' firm and it was not until Feb. 11, 1912 
that the abstract company wras ready for business. 
He served as vice president of the company until the presi­ 
dent, Mr. Stubblefield Jr., left the firm and Rodgers assumed 
the presidency.

Congressman Paul C. Jones. Gov. Smith then re-appointed Mr. 
Rodgers for a full six year term which would have normally 
ended March 29, 1957. 
Mr. Rodgers has served as chairman of the Commission long­ 
er than any other member of the Commission and, in spite of 
the press of business of the Commission, found time to serve as 
a member of the Springfield Court of Appeals Commission to 
which he was appointed by Gov. Phil Donnelly. 
Reminiscing a bit, Mr. Rodgers recalled that during his tenure 
as chairman, the Commission dispensed more than half a bil­ 
lion dollars in road construction, repair and maintenance. 
He believes, Rodgers said, the most popular of any of the 
many road programs was the black topping of rural roads and 
durmg his terms as chairman, the Commission increased the 
mileage of rural black topped roads from 1800 to 6500 miles. 
The entire state highway system was overhauled and two 
big bridges constructed—the Jefferson City bridge and the 
Paseo Bridge at Kansas City. 
Other outstanding accomplishments, he feels, were the con­ 
struction of many miles of dual highways on Highway 66; the 
Southwestern Expressway, the Sixth Street Expressway, and 
the Third Street Expressway, in St. Louis. 
Work was started also on the Daniel Boone and Mark Twain 
Expressways and, as he leaves office, location for the Circum- 
ferantial highway around St. Louis has been made, as well as 
the Ozark Expressway. 
In addition to these major undertakings the Commission has 
made many improvements elsewhere such as widening High­ 
w a y 60 from Miner into Sikeston; worked on plans for the re­ 
location of Highways 61 and 60 as inter-state through high­ 
ways under the federal highway plan and so many other pro­ 
jects it would be impossible to recount them all. 
Rodgers’ last official act as chairman will be to sit in on the 
Commission meetings this Thursday and Friday at which, he 
says, he will have the pleasure of formally presenting to the 
Commission its newest appointee by Gov. James T. Blair Jr., 
Leo A. Fisher of Stoddard county. Mr. Rodgers’ resignation will 
become official and he will be. as he puts it, ‘coming home to 
Sikeston to open a private office in the McCoy-Tanner build­ 
ing where he will engage largely in real estate business.

ful citizen. For no matter where 
man s inhumanity to man exists, it 
is a threat to free man every- 
w here. 
Let us then solemnly renew our 
allegiance to the basic ideal of hu­ 
man kinship, which gave birth to 
the government under which we 
live. As in Washington's day, wc 
should continue to give “ to bigotry 
no sanction, to persecution, no as­ 
sistance.”

In past times, a widely accepted 
theory held that wages came out of 
profits—and this belief, for obvious 
reasons, was a source of conflict 
and mistrust between the owners 
of business and the workers. The 
theory is still held valid in some 
countries. 
But a new and very different the­ 
ory was conceived and acted upon 
in this country. John Chamberlain 
explains it succinctly in an article 
in The Freeman: “ The American 
theory was that wages were paid 
out of production; that if you in­ 
creased production, selling 
more 
and more items at less and less 
per item, the wages and the profits 
would rise together.” 


Henry Ford was the first to put 
this theory into practice on a big 
and revolutionary thing—the Amer­ 
ican system of mass production, 
which has been accuratelyv re­ 
garded as an economic miracle of 
the World around. 
But the principle of doing more 
business at a smaller profit per 
transaction was not, luckily, con­ 
fined to production. Had it been, 
the results would have been lim­ 
ited. Retail business, with t h e 
chains doing the pioneering and 
other kinds of merchandisers are 
joining the trend, followed 
the 
same idea. In mass distribution, as 
in mass production, a big volume 
of sales is made at a very small 
union profit—and the result is a 
satisfactory total profit along with 
lower prices to the consumer. 
Mass producton and distribution 
have brought us unequalled mater­ 
ial well-being.

Signaling turns by hand is as 
out-of-date as driving 
gauntlets. 
Few drivers today know the dif­ 
ference between right-turn, 
lefi- 
turn and stop in the left-arm code. 
Such signals are rarely visible at 
night or in bad weather, and when 
it's really cold, who’s opening 
a 
window for this purpose? In short, 
it just isn’t being dune. 
The stop signal has been taken 
care of automatically 
for 
more 
than thirty years, but we're still 
tumbling on turn signals in this 
late day when they are increas­ 
ingly important both to safety and 
to preventing traffic tangles 
and 
tie-ups. 
Since all modern 
cars, 
which constitute the great majori­ 
ty, are equipped with flashing turn 
-signals, drivers expect this warn­ 
ing and are t a k e n by surprise 
when they encounter one of the 
older cars without this equipment. 
But our traffic laws provide an­ 
other hazard that is as outmoded 
as the hand signal. In some states 
turn signals 
are 
permissive, 
in 
others they 
are 
required 
under 
certain 
circumstances. 
But, 
in 
none are they compulsory for all 
turns. C c r t a i n I v the time has 
come when such signaling should 
be universal - and universally en­ 
forced. 
And 
the only adequate 
and universally understood 
turn 
signal is the flashing light. 
To make such 
signaling 
com­ 
pulsory would 
vvoik little 
hard­ 
ship on anyone. In the older cars, 
the installation of a single switch 
will ^tdapt the taillights and park­ 
ing lights into turn-signals for less 
than the cost of unbending a fend­ 
er. 
On second thought, 
perhaps 
we should say. that such compul­ 
sion would work little hardship on 
anybody but the fender-straight- 
eners and the other artisans who 
ate so busy restoring accordian 
pleated autos. 
On them, it might 
be rough. 
The perilous and costly 
confu­ 
sion over the subject of when and 
whether to signal, and how to do 
it, does no credit to the National 
Committee 
on 
Uniform 
Traffic 
La%s and Ordinances. It is clear­ 
ly the outstanding national author) 
tv on traffic regulation. 
It has 
been producing model traffic cod­ 
es for thirty years for the guidance 
of lawmakers at state and local 
levels. 
But it has not learned yet 
that one good turn deserves an­ 
other. that all turns can be danger­ 
ous and that the day of hand-sig- 
nals has passed.

Eighteen years ago we saw half 
a mililon refugees flee from Spain 
to France. Later we saw multi­ 
tudes coming Westward from Hit­ 
ler’? cruelty in Germany 
Ai tin 
close of the vvai, two and a half 


million so-called Russian prisoners 
but in reality, refugees from the 
Communist state were forcibly re­ 
turned to Russia. Some eleven or 
twelve million Germans from the 
Eastern part of that coupntry were 
sent into West Germany. A large 
number of people in the Baltic 
countries were resettled or liqui­ 
dated in various parts of Russia. 
Half a million Finns were refugees 
from the part of their country an­ 
nexed by Russia at the close of 
Finnish War. 


About nine 
hundred 
thousand 
Palestenian Arabs fled from the in­ 
coming Israelis. Something 
like 
seven hundred thousand Chinese 
refugees are living in or near Hong 
Kong. Twelve million or more peo­ 
ple were exchanged between Pak­ 
istan and India. No one knows how 
many, but. certainly large num­ 
bers of North Koreans fled into the 
Southern part of that country and 
North Vietnamese were evacuated 
to South Vietnam. No one knows 
how many Poles were uprooted 
when Russia annexed a consider­ 
able part of that country, and no 
one knows how many 
Russians 
have been moved from place 
to 
place in that sprawling empire. 
Some two million Chinese are re­ 
fugees in Formosa. The latest large 
scale movement of uprooted peo­ 
ple has been .about 160,090 Hungar­ 
ian.- who fled to Austria. 
This 
movement continue- as does that 
of Germans from the East to the 
West. 


It is important to note that, with 
the exception of India and Pakis­ 
tan where th difficulty was main­ 
ly one of religion, these refugees 
have come out from or been forced 
out of strongly centralized tyran­ 
nical states, and that they have 
sought refuge in places 
having 
more 
limited 
government 
and 
greater freedom from tyranny. 


People do not flee from self- 
govei nmeut and freedom and such 
countries do not thrust out large 
segments of their population. 
The tragic movement of large 
numbers of people from one place 
to another under conditions of in­ 
describable heartache and suffer­ 
ing is a phenomenon closely relat­ 
ed to big government, the strongly 
centralized socialist state and to­ 
talitarian tyranny. This inhuman 
practice can be brought to an end 
only when people succeed in regain 
mg control of their governments 
and in strictly limiting their pow­ 
er. Every move toward increas­ 
ing the power and function of gov­ 
ernment is a move toward additi­ 
onal refugee problems. — Howard 
E. Kcrshner.

In p ast tim es, a widely accepted 
theory held th a t w ages cam e out of 
p ro fits—and this belief, for obvious 
reaso n s, w as a source of conflict 
and m istru st betw een the ow ners 
of business and the w orkers.

would rise to g eth e r.” 
H enry F o rd w as the first to put 
this theory into p ractice on a big 
and rev o lu tio n ary thing—the A m er­ 
ican sy stem of m ass production, 
which 
has been 
a c c u ra te ly 
re ­ 
g arded as an econom ic m iracle of 
the V orld around. 


But th e principle of doing m ore 
business a t a sm aller profit per 
tran sactio n w as not. luckily, con­ 
fined to production. Had it been, 
the resu lts w*ould have been lim ­ 
ited. R etail business, w ith t h e 
chains doing the pioneering and 
o th er kinds of m erch an d isers a re 
joining the trend, followed 
the 
sam e idea. In m ass distribution, as 
in m ass production, a big volum e 
of sales is m ade at a very sm all 
union profit—and the resu lt is a 
satisfacto ry total profit along with 
low er prices to the consum er.

le r’s cruelty in G erm any. At tht 
d o se of the w ar, two and a hail 


m illion so-called R ussian priso n ers 
but in reality, refugees from the 
C om m unist state w ere forcibly re ­ 
turned to R ussia. Som e eleven or 
tw elve m illion G erm ans from the 
E astern p a rt of th at coupntry w ere 
sent into W est G erm an y . A larg e 
n um ber of people in 
the B altic 
countries w ere resettled o r liqui­ 
d ated in various p a rts of R ussia. 
H alf a million Finns w ere refugees 
from the p art of th eir country’ an ­ 
nexed by R ussia at the d o se of 
Finnish W ar. 


About nine 
hundred 
thousand 
P a le stin ia n Arabs fled from the in­ 
com ing Israelis. Som ething 
like 
seven hundred thousand C hinese 
refugees a re living in o r n e a r Kong 
Kong. T w elve m illion o r m ore peo­ 
ple w ere exchanged betw een P a k ­ 
istan and India. No one knows how 
m any, but certain ly 
larg e num ­ 
b ers of N orth K oreans fled into the 
Southern p art of th a t country and 
N orth V ietnam ese w ere ev acu ated 
to South V ietnam . No one knows 
how* m any Poles w ere uprooted 
w hen R ussia annexed a consider­ 
able p art of that country, and no 
one knows how m any 
R ussians 
have been m oved from place 
to 
place in that spraw ling em p ire. 
Som e two million C hinese a re re ­ 
fugees in Form osa. T he latest larg e 
scale m ovem ent of uprooted peo­ 
ple has been about IHO.fKK) H u n g ar­ 
ians who fled to A ustria. 
This 
ino\e#ncnt continues as does th at 
of G erm ans from the E a st to the 
W est. 


It is im p o rtan t to note th at, with 
the exception of India and P ak is­ 
tan w here th 
difficulty w as m ain ­ 
ly one of religion, these refugees 
have com e out from o r been forced 
out of strongly centralized ty ra n ­ 
nical slates, and th at they have 
sought refuge in places 
having 
m ore 
lim ited 
governm ent 
and 
g re a te r freedom from ty ran n y . 
People do not 
flee from 
self- 
g overnm eut and freedom and such 
countries do not th ru st out larg e 
segm ents of their population. 
T he trag ic m ovem ent of larg e 
n um bers of people from one place 
to another under conditions of in­ 
d escribable h eartach e and su ffer­ 
ing is a phenom enon closely re la t­ 
ed to big governm ent, the strongly 
centralized socialist sta te and to ­ 
ta lita ria n tyranny. T his inhum an 
p ractice can be brought to an end 
only when people succeed in regain 
mg control of th eir g overnm ents 
an d in strictly lim ning th eir pow­ 
er. E very move tow ard in creas­ 
ing the pow er and function of gov­ 
ern m en t is a move tow ard ad d iti­ 
onal refugee problem s.
